•erum free of charge when, and if, 
the final evaluation of the serum 
give* the go-ahead. 


A news story, earned elsewhere 


in today's columns, quotes a Na- 
tional Polio Foundation medical 
expert as predicting 
that the 


amount of serum available will 
exceed earlier estimates. If true, 
that will mean that even more 
children will get the protection that 
millions havf prayed for. That's 
assuming again that the Salk se- 
rum is approved.

Swift action by our Public 


Health Department in scheduling 
the immunization of our first 
and second graders serve* to 
point up the value of our health 
agency. It has the personnel, the 
direction and organization. That 
it has acted speedily t*> pave the 
way for bringing *he serum into 
the field, speaks well for it* 
foresight. It well knows that 
thousands are hungrily seeking 
protection from dreaded polio.

We should also say a word about 


our Le« County Medical Society. 
The county plan, as developed j es- 
terday, was heartily endorsed by 
th« society. The county group went 
beyond a plan proposed by the Illi- 
nois Medical Society which would 
allow doctors to charge for their 
services. This select group, the 
first and second graders, will re- 
ceive the immunization sei vices 
free of charge. The serum also will 
be "on the house." 


The County MedtcAl Society 


ha* thus displayed an earnest de- 
sire that no first or second grade 
youngster shall be deprived of 
the vaccine for want of funds to 
pay for the immunization. 


Obviously, our Medical Society 


is quite in tune with public 
health concepts. They deserve 
the commendation of the citizen- 
ry lor this contribution towards 
the health of our joungsters. 
We'll all await the magic date— 


April 12—with the assurance that 
our county health agencies are 
ready to go.

Two Heads 
Fall in Red 
China Purge 


First Break in 
Leadership Since 
Assuming Control 


TOKYO UP)—China's Com- 


munist masters cracked down 
with harsh new discipline in 
party ranks today in the 
wake of the first purge of top 
men since they took over the 
country in 1949. 


Peiping radio announced the 


startling story to the world today. 
It said the Communist party had 
purged Kao Kang, the "Manchu- 
rian Stalin," who bossed Red 
China's faltering 
five-year plan, 


and Jao Shu-shih, a Shanghai stal- 
wart who ruled six big eastern 
provinces in the early days of the 
Red regime 


Kao committed suicide, Peiping 


said. Jao. former party secretary 
for east China, "has never shown 
any signs of repentence and now 
persists in an attitude of attack- 
ing the party." Peiping said. 


Jao Ali\e 


That seemed to indicate 
that 


Jao is alive. 


Peiping charged tht two with 


conspiring to seize "leadership of 
the party and the state" with Red 
army help. 


Peiping announced th« immedi- 


ate* creation of "party control com 
mittees" at all levels to "strength- 
en discipline and prevent a recur- 
rence of so serious a case as the 
Kao Kang-Jao Shu-shih antaparty 
alliance. 


The remnants of counterrevolu- 


tion and the reactionary bourgeois 
elements," Peiping said, "are ac- 
celerating their conspiracy to re- 
store the counter-revolution " 


"The enemy will use a thousand 


tricks to try to destroy our party," 
Peiping said in a broadcast of the 
text of a Communist party resolu- 
tion. "Its greatest hope is that the 
Communist party of China might 
be split and degenerate " 


Continue Fight 


"Party organizations at all lev- 


els must continue to fight against 
the tendency toward personal dic- 
tatorship and fragmentation which 
undermine the principle of collec- 
tive leadership," 
the 
resolution 


continued. 


"The party absolutely cannot al- 


low these vicious tendencies to re 
main anywhere in the party." 


The acbon was taken Thursday 


at the close of an 11-day party 
conference in Peiping. Mao Tze 
tung. party chairman and ruler o: 
China, presided.

Park Board Voting 
Heavy; May Set New 
Record, Is Belief 
The voter turnout in Dixon 


township's 14 precincts was 
described as "slow" to "fair" 
at noon today despite ideal 
spring weather 
conditions 


and contested races. 


However, m a n y 
observers 


thought the voting would pick up 
this afternoon whea the school 
board polls open. The voters then 
can finish their voting in one trip. 


The real surprise is the balloting 


m the park board election. The 
noon total was 363, an even 40 
votes higher than the noon total in 
1951's "unprecedented" turnout. 


The 1951 election for two park 


board vacancies reportedly set a 
record when 864 voters marked 
their choices. 


This year, three men — one a 


write-in candidate—are vieing for 
a single vacancy on the board If 
the present trend continues, the 
1951 record will be topped. 


With 13 of 14 precincts repotting 


at noon, the township total was 
960—well below 1951's comparative 
election when an estimated 1.158 
had voted in" what was described 
a* a "spotty" turnout 


Dixon's itth precinct reported 


the highest noon total with 104

Great British 
Statesman Sees 
Queen, Bows Out

LONDON UP)—Winston 


Churchill 
gave up 
today, 


beaten in the end by the 
weight of years. 


The advance of time did to 


Churchill what dictators' 
armies and warplanes failed 
to do. It made him surren- 
der. 


Churchill yielded the post of 


power that he loved and clung to 
for years. 


He bowed to the pleas of his 


doctor, Lord Moran. 


He gave in. to the urging of his 


wife, Clementine, who feels he 
must conserve his waning strength. 


He surrendered to the tactful— 


but urgent—suggestions of *om« 
Conservative p a r t y leaders who 
want a younger, more vigorous 
man at the helm in Britain's com- 
ing general election campaign, 


Own Awareness 


But he yielded mainly, fnends 


say, to a growing awareness on 
his own part that for Mm time and 
strength may be running out. He 
is in his 81st year. He is an old 
man who has doddered, as old men 
will, on one day, and risen to great 
heights of oratory and intellect on 
the next. Sometimes lately he has 
nodded his white-fnnged head in 
sudden steep midway in meetinga 
of the British Cabinet. 


Sometimes he has momentarily 


forgotten tht names 
erf world- 


famous men—men of 'power with 
whom he has wined and dined and 
matched wits across the iabla in 
wary intimacy. 


"I am now nearlng the end of 


my journey," he said m tones 
tanged with regret in -his 80th 
birthday speech last November. 


Stirred Nation 


But in his waning years he has 


also starred the nation in ringing 
speeches that have again revealed 
;he sweep of his mind and rallied 
Britain behind portentous policies. 


"Never f l i n c h , never weary, 


never despair.'' he urged the na- 
:ion last month. 


The words burned themselves in- 


.o Briton's memories, crystallizing 
support for his policy of building 
British hydrogen bombs to hold 
Russia at bay. 


And while at times the old man 


has seemed to be fading, he has 
revived regularly to mow down 
Labonte opponents one after an- 
other, with quick shafts of repar-

School District 271 seems to be 


divided in thinking on what con- 
stitutes good education, economic- 
ally administered. On the one side 
we" have those who have faith m 
the present elected school board. 
on the other we have the adherents 
to the Citizens Committee. The 
board members have the true facts 
of the situation, while the Citizens 
Committee apparently operate on 
rumors, unqualified opinions and 
suspicions. The resolutions'which 
were presented to the board by the 
Citizens Committee are definitely 
a backward step in District 2,1 
progress. We are within one step 
(choosing a site) of a sound educa- 
tional program.

conditions. 


5. No one could possibly review 


the platforms of the two groups 
objectively without coming- to the 
conclusion that the Citizens Com- 
mittee has a makeshift substitute 
in mind to replace a sound long 
term plan. In the long run the tax 
payers will suffer if the Citizens 
Committee slate is elected. 


6. We are now on probation with 


the State Dept. of Public Instruc- 
tion. It is very probable that we 
will be denied recognition for next 
year. The Board has the assurance 
of the State Department that the 
central high school plan will meet 
their approval. It is very improb- 
able that the Citizens Committee's 
antiquated 
system 
would meet 


State approval. Loss of recognition 
will cost us over $60,000 per year 
in State Aid, plus Iqss of athletics, 
agriculture, home economics and 
music.

Ogle County Now Has 
Full Soil District Staff 


JOHN CONROY 


Leo DeVries, chairman of the 


Og4e County Soil Conservation Dis- 
triot, announces that the technical 
staff of the district is now com- 
plete. Heavy demands for techni- 
cal assistance from farmers has 
made this possible with the coop- 
eration of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Soil Conserva- 
tion Service. 


DeVries urger all farmers to 


make use of the services and as- 
sistance made available to them bj 
their conservation district. Farm- 
ers voluntarily request this assist- 
ance and it is rendered without cost 
to them. 


In the next two months, most of 


the 1955 crops will be planted and 
j 


it is how they are planted that will 
largely determine the soil losses; 
consequently, profit or losses in 
income. DeVries suggests that it 
would be well to give ample con- 
sideration to the use of conserva- 
tion practices on land subject to 
erosion and the selection of soil 
building rotation on level land. 
Technicians in the district office 
are available to help farmers with 
their respective problems as they 
pertain to the soil. 


John Conroy, soil conservation- 


ist, heads the "technical staff of the 
district. He has had nine years' ex- 
perience in this field and is respon- 
sible for the technical phase of the 
district's overall program. 


Dale Edwards, conservation aid, 


assists the soil conservationist with 
the overall program: however, he 
works primarily with older cooper- 
ators. 


Conroy and Edwards have spear- 


headed an active terracing pro- 
gram. Forty-six miles of terraces 
have been applied on Ogle County 
farms in the last three years. 


Roger Icenogle, Conservation Aid 


and the most recent member of the 
etaff, was employed in December 
of 1954. He is a veteran and a grad- 
uate of the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 


These men are well qualified for 


their respective positions and are 
constantly in contact with agricul- 
ture research, thereby helping to 
keep farmers up-to-date with mod- 
ern techniques in soil management. 


The directors say they feel that 


the staff has done a remarkable 
job in the application of good con- 
servation practices on our Ogle 
County farms. Even though many 
farmers have adopted good, con- 
servation practices, many more 
farms in the county are in need of 
these practices.

If you don't want one out of e,very 
our of your pigs to die—this is 
about the" average in Illinois—better 
teep a close eye on them shortly 
before and after birth, or you'll 
help add to the $17 million Illinois 
hog raisers pay every year in death 
osses. 
First place to start is with the 


sow herself, Jensen says. Get her 
cleaned up before farrowing time, \ 
and move her into her farrowing 
quarters so that she can get used 
to them. Provide a clean, dry and 
warm place for the sow to farrow. 


Try to b« with the sow when she 


has her pigs. Help her out if she 
needs it, and make sure the pigs 
are dry and comfortable. See that 
they all start nursing. 


Little pigs are easily crushed 


and killed by their mother, so use 
a farrowing stall if you can. Let 
the sow get used to the stall before 
farrowing time. 


New-born pigs can't take much 


cold and dampness, especially the 
small and weak ones. A heat lamp, 
properly placed, will help get the 
little fellows dry and keep • them 
comfortable. 


Watch the pigs closely for the 


first few days. Make sure they're 
all getting enough to eat, and be 
on the lookout for diseases.

mechanic, will assist Weber in the 
survey which is scheduled to begin 
after heavy spring work is finished 
this year. 


Farmers asked to cooperate in 


this study will be giving valuable 
assistance to the university and 
will have their tractors inspected 
without cost. 


The study is designed to cover 


three years. The first year will be 
used to find out what the present 
situation is in regard to farm trac- 
tor care. In the second and third 
years the researchers will work on 
specific needs and problems of 
farmers in relation to better trac- 
tor care. 


One result of the study •will be 


to find and recommend changes in 
tractor design that will make it 
easier for farmers and repairmen 
to keep tractors in better operating 
condition. Another result is expect- 
ed to develop more uniform and 
usable maintenance recommenda- 
tions and instructions.

In Hollywood 


Time for Preparation 


A four-power conference involving the United States, 


Russia. Britain and France now seems a virtual certainty. 
Soviet Premier Bulganin's approval of the idea sets the stage 
for a meeting some time this spring. 


France and Britain evidently will approach such a con- 


ference with considerably more optimism than the United 
States, which throughout the postwar era has consistently 
maintained a healthier skepticism toward Russian actions. 


We imagine that the Kremlin will not abandon its ef- 


forts to thwart German rearmament and entry into NATO 
simply because France and Germany have now endorsed the 
Paris pacts authorizing these steps. We can foresee that 
Russia might try to dangle several attractive carrots before 
the European nations in exchange for delay or shelving of 
German rearmament plans. 


Consequently, the West ought to agree that any date for 


a conference be fixed to come after all remaining countries 
involved have ratified the Paris pacts and the Bonn govern- 
ment actually has taken its seat on the NATO council.

That much at least should be achieved before we sit 


down with the Russians. Rearmament, of course, is a mat- 
ter of much more time, and only the barest administrative 
preliminaries could conceivably be launched in the next few 
months. 


Beyond setting this condition, the three Western partici- 


pants in a big power meeting should plan definitely to as- 
semble prior to the fuller conference to seek a firm unity of 
policy among themselves. 


And all three should clearly take extreme pains in prep- 


aration. There is utterly no excuse for any of the three, 
and particularly for the United States, the acknowledged 
leader of the Western bloc, to enter a major top-level parley 
without the most detailed advance study. 


One of the principal lessons of the controversial Yalta 


conference was that when close friends do not build a solid 
front in advance, another nation may play one of them off 
against the other.

A second lesson was that much damage can follow from 


Inadequate preparation. One does not need to accept the 
word of chronically carping politicians that this situation 
prevailed at Yalta. High-ranking diplomats have testified 
that the United States did its homework very badly. 


There is no place at any serious international meeting 


for glib, capricious and casual handling of world problems, 
whether they be small or large. You do not play a friendly 
game of checkers with other people's Jives and with-'national 
borders. 


If we wait until Germany Is within the NATO circle, as 


we must in all good sense, then there is plenty of time to get 
ready for the next meeting with the Soviet Union. We ought 
to make full use of every minute.

at least a few people from wearing 
eyeglasses who would profit from 
them too.

ways, but the several states should 
take the responsibility and not the 
national government.

Manchuria and all them for- 
eign places.

Dept. of English Bible, National Council of Churches 


For our Lord, one of the great events of Holy Week was the mes- 


sage from a company of outsiders, relayed through Philip: "Sir, we 
wish to see Jesus" CJohn 12:21, RSV). These words, often inscribed 
now on pulpits, were first uttered by Greek-speaking inquirers. Con- 
sider what an encouragement it must have been to Jesus that they 
came when they did! It was Tuesday, four days before the end. 


Everybody else had begun to desert: the multitudes who had hoped 


for an easy living, the fanatical nationalists who had thought Jesus 
might lead a war for independence, the fair-weather friends who did 
not relish the thought of a cross. How wonderful that, just at that 
time, the Greeks came, harbingers of that "great multitude which -no 
man could number from every nation, from all tribes and peoples and 
tongues" (Revelation 7:9, RSV). 


The difference between one friend and no friend is infinite. Carlyla 


was once tempted to give up trying to make writing a career. "No 
periodical editor wants me," he said; "no man will give me money 
for my work." The critics said.his Sartor was "clotted nonsense." At 
this critical juncture, he received a letter from a nameless Irishman, 
praising his work. "One mortal, then, says I am not entirely wrong: 
blessings on him for it." 
One understanding voice gave him the 


strength to go on. Are there persons known to us. passing through 
trials and loneliness? Would encouragement from us mean the dif- 
ference between victory and defeat?

LONDON (B— The Soviet gov- 


ernment admitted today that its 
purge of collective farm bosses 
has bogged down. 


"The work of strengthening col- 


lective farms with executive per- 
sonnel is making unsatisfactory 
progress." said Pravda in a dis- 
patch that radio Moscow broad- 
cast to the Soviet press. 


The broadcast, monitored here, 


revealed that the central commit- 
tee of the Communist party de- 
cided in January to clean out the 
collective farm managers and set 
July as the date when the purge 
should be finished. 


Today's broadcast also revealed 


30,000 jobs were at stake. 


The campaign to weed out inef- 


ficient and corrupt managers of 
collective farms was aired last 
week by Nikita S. Khrushchev, So- 
viet Communist party chief, in a 
speech to farms and party work- 
ers in the Voronezh area. 


He said "tens of thousands" of 


particularly qualified workers in 
the party and other organizations 
were being sought to take over di- 
rection of lagging collective farms.

Jhobile drivers have told a state 
representative they don't want to 
lay that pistol down. 


Rep. Charles Sandahl of Austin 


told reporters Monday he'd de- 
cided not to ask State Legislature 
action on his bill requiring fire- 
arms to be unloaded, wrapped, 
cased or locked up when carried 
in trucks or autos. 


Texan, he said, don't want to 


change their gun-totin' habits. He 
waved a bulky sheaf of telegrams 
and letters of protest.

NEW YORK I*—The most im- 


mediate hope of reducing the can- 
cer mortality doesn't lie with sci- 
ence. It lies with you. 


"How 
can I cut down the death 


rate of cancer?" you ask. Simply 
by taking periodic tests to see if 
you have cancer. 


"But 
why should I go to all that 


trouble?" most people inquire. "If 
I had cancer wouldn't I at least 
suspect it?" 


In many instances, yes; in many, 


no. Cancer has its warning signals, 
but often they are masked. A thor- 
ough physical checkup, however, 
will usually disclose them. 


They're Worthwhile 


But are such physical examina- 


tions- statistically worthwhile for 
people who have no real reason to 
suspect they have cancer? The 
answer to that, of course, lies 
strictly with the Individual. How 
important is it to him to be sure he 
is free of cancer? 


Here are a few figures from the 


American Cancer Society that 
might affect your own decision: 


There will be about a half a mil- 


lion new cases of cancer in the 
United States this year, and some 
700,000 people'will be under treat- 
ment for cancer. 


During the year 235,000 Ameri- 


cans will die of cancer, or about 
one every two minutes. 


But—note this f i g u r e—every 


seven minutes last year an Ameri- 
can died of cancer who might have 
been saved if properly treated in 
time. The estimated n e e d l e s s 
deaths for 1954—75,000. 


An equal number—one 
every 


seven minutes. 75,000 for the year 
—were probably saved 
because 


treatment did begin in time. 


400,000 Saved 


There are now an estimated 400,- 


000 living Americans saved' from 
cancer who have remained free of 
further symptoms at least five 
years. 


The situation now: Of every four 


persons stricken with cancer, two 
will die because science cannot yet 
cure them, one will undergo treat- 
ment and survive, one will die who 
could have been saved—if treated 
m time. 


Those are the bald inescapable 


odds. But what are your chances 
of being- stricken with cancer? 


Ironically, as medical men learn 


to quell other diseases, 
your 


chances of getting cancer increase. 
They used to be one out of five. 
The American Cancer Society this 
year says they are now one out of 
four. 


Some Estimate* 


Here are a few of its estimates, 


based on the current situation: 


More than 40 million Americans 


now living will develop cancer; 24 
million •will die of it.

Hypothalmus 
Key to Cancer? 


Medics Use X-Rays to 
Short-Circuit Action 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE

CHICAGO W— X-rays blasting 


the brain's switchboard of human 
emotions seem, to be slowing some 
lethal cancers and easing cancer 
pain, a neurosurgeon said today. 


This switchboard is the hypo- 


thalamus. the size of a prune, lo- 
cated right under the brain. 


Your 
emotions—fear, 
anger, 


love, hate—flood into it from youi 
senses. Out of it come chemical or 
nerve reactions to make you run, 
punch, blush, swear, or take other 
actions. 


The hypothalamus sits atop the 


pituitary gland 
often called the 


body's master gland. The pituitary 
sends out hormones to control 
your sex glands, adrenals, thyroid 
and other glands. 


But recent research indicates the 


hypothalamus is really the top 
man. that it even may make hor- 
mones which are stored in the 
pituitary for use later, said Dr 
Arthur Arnold of the University of 
Illinois College of Medicine. 


Dr. Arnold and associates are 


hitting at the hypothalamus to the 
benefit of some cancer patients 


They are using X-rays to short- 
circuit some of the activity of this 
emotional switchboard. 


Some cancers—like breast can- 


cer in women and prostate gland 
cancer in men—feed upon sex and 
other hormones. A remedy is to 
remove the sex glands or other 
glands which stimulate these can- 
cers or to remove the pituitary to 
prevent those other glands from 
making damaging hormones. 


X-rays or other radiation is one 


way to knock out the pituitary 
without surgery. 


But Dr. 
Arnold finds the 


pituitary is very resistant to X- 
rays. The hypothalamus will bring 
short-circuits to stop production of 
hormones which make cancers 
grow.

36 Inches of Snow Falls 
In Wyoming; Autos Buried 


CHEYENNE. Wyo. (W—Hundreds 


of motorists were marooned in 
Wyoming and Montana today as 
one of the worst blizzards in Rocky 
Mountain history piled up 16-foot 
drifts. 


Sheridan, Wyo., in the heart of 


the storm area, reported 36 inches 
of snowfall since Saturday night. 
Of this amount, 24 inches fell dur- 
ing a 24 - hour penod. establishing 
a record for the community. 


Virtually all highways in the 


two states were closed, and air and 
bus schedules xvere canceled. High- 
way department crews struggled 
through the drifts to rescue a num- 
ber of stranded motorists Monday. 


Other motorists were able to 


reach nearby 
homes or ranch 


houses. 


17 Rescued 


„ At one time, 17 persons were 
reported missing in the Shendan 
area, but all were later accounted 
for. 


A total of S3 motorists whose 


cars had bogged down in 15-foot 
drifts -weie picked up by a school 
bus and taken into Lusk Wyo , 
Monday 
night. 
The 
motorists, 


stranded since Sunday afternoon, 
were reported in good condition. 


The storm center was in north- 


eastern Wyoming and southern 
Montana. However, it fanned out 
over wide areas of both states. 


Winds up to 70 miles an hour 


whipped the snow Monday, and 
strong winds were expected again 
today. The Weather Bureau said 
the snowfall was tapenng off early 
today and probably would end m a 
matter of hours 


Loses Punch 


The storm over the Dakotas lost 


most of its punch during the night 
and wnds with gusts in the 40s 
v. ere reported m parts of western 


Mebiaska and South Dakota. Light 
snow fell 


Another wet belt extended from 


Indiana northwestwaid into north- 
ern Minnesota with showers and 
thunderstorms in the southern half 
and ram and snow in the northern 
areas. Scattered thunderstorms al- 
so were reported over the lov.cr 
Mississippi Valley and there was 
light dnzzle in southern Texas. 


There was a waiming trend over

Army Chief 
Feels No 
War Is Near 


TAIPEI, Formosa W—U.S. Army 


Secretary Robert T. Stevens said 
after a two-day visit on Formosa 
he did not feel a shooting war is 
near. 


He was given the latest intelli- 


gence briefing on the Red buildup 
near the offshore islands opposite 
Formosa. Later he told reporters 
he personally did not think a 
shooting war was imminent but 
"that's only an impression and I 
can't document it." 


He left for Hong Kong today. 
He said he saw no need for 


American ground forces to defend 
Formosa or outlying islands but 
that an increase m the size of the 
American Military Assistance Ad- 
visory Group by possibly one third 
is under consideration. 


The feeling that war is near is 


stronger in the United States than 
on Formosa, he said. 


Stevens completed a quick in- 


spection of Nationalist military es- 
tablishments on southern Formosa 
and said the Chinese troops appear 
to have 
excellent morale 
and 


health Their weapons are good, 
he said, but. they need more ar- 
tillery and vehicles and he will 
try to speed up vehicle delivery.

Dr. Hart Van Riper, 
medical 


director for the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, said 
Monday this additional production 
bnouiu satisfy the demand for vac- 
cine and keep shortages from de- 
veloping. 


"Unfortunately there has been a 


tendency 
recently 
to build up 


scares about shortages that I don't 
believe are going to materialize," 
he said. 


The official report on whether 


the vaccine is effective will be 
made April 12. 


If this report indicates that the 


vaccine provides protection against 
crippling polio. Van Riper said, 
there "might be a day or two" 
of rush on supplies 


"But the situation will adjust 


quickly," he added. 


The polio foundation has oidered 


enough vaccine for nine million 
persons and will use it to inoculate 
mostly first and second-grade chil- 
dren throughout the country. Re- 
maining supplies wall be distnbut- 
d through drugstores to doctors 
for private use 


Van Riper said polio authorities 


lope special consideration will be 
given to children in age groups 
most likely to be stricken. 


There are 61 million Americans 


under 21, The group considered to 
be m the polio danger zone. Most 
susceptible years within this group 
are from 5 to 8.
